O Perſon that has not lived altogether out of the World, 
can be ignorant at the very firit View of theſe Papers, 
that they mult needs diloblige ſuch as are concern'd 
therein, fince the more criminal any man is, the more 

unwilling he will be to have himſelf delated, and his Faults ex- 

poled to publick View, and the more animated againſt thoſe who 
do it : But alas ! that 1s not all the ill Treatment their Author 
expects, for he is too well aſſured there are a ſort of Men, even 
of the other ſide, whom he pretends to ſerve by thrs Deſign, by 
diſcovering the Intreagues of their Enemies againſt them, who 
whatever Reaſon and Gratitude dictate, may yet look unkindly 
and aſquint upon him after all his Labour, and urge, that either 
through Weakneſs he has loſt, or through Falſhood betrayed the 

Cauſe he undertakes to defend. — All that he is careful to fay in 

his Excuſe, either againſt one fide or the other, is, that he hath 

two Friends nearer = either, to wit, Truth and Juſtice, whom 
he will make it his principal Care not to offend in this Relati. 
on : and 1n the mean while ſhall not be much concerned what 

15 thought or cenſured of him : — Nor will he trouble the Rea- 

der with any other Prelude, but endeavouring as much as poſli- 

ble to evite Prolixity, as contrair both to his own genius, and

Hawving been but too long acquaixted with the latreagues and very 
Cava/a of that Party whoſe dark Deeds I am now deciphering; find- 
ing the Jate great Revolution, and even a King of their own, had 
wrought but little mutation in theirTempers,but all the Catholick 
World were now plenarily ſatisfyed, that nothing would pleaſe 
them but the old Root and Brgges work, and beginning my ſelf 

cordi- 
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cordially to detcit ſuch Principles and Attions, where they in- 
dced arc juſtly chargeable, I opined I was bound under the ſtrifte(t 
Obligation tomy Countrey, no longer clandeltinely to ſtifle what 
I my ſelf knew in the matter ; what I have been, ant anritizs & ocu- 
latrs Teftis ; That is to ſay, an Eye and Ear- witneſs unto, In fine, 
to diſcover all their perpetrated Villanies, both of them and the (as 
they are nominated) Moderate Party, who joyn with tem; and 
that not only in this our own Brittannique-world, but ihe abutting 
Kingdoms and Countreys, and that in tormer Ages as well as thus 
current, to givethe clearer Scheme ot that fuzeft Conſpiracy which 
has been ſo long labouring, which will be a neceſſary In4ution to 
that whereof I my ſelf have come to the proper knowledge, 

And in order hereunto, it will be neediull, #7r/f, To give ſome 
general Scheme of the whole Deſign of thele pernicious men, 
which will indifferently ſerve for paſt, preſent, and I fear me alſy 
future Ages: The unprejudiced view, and clear proof whereof, 
I perſwade my ſelf will convince the deluded World, they are in- 
deed & far different People {rom what they have bees vulgarly ac-

The Deſign, which you will ſay is a terrible one, and there- 
fore had need be well proven, as it ſha!l be beyond all poſſibility 
of Anſwer, wag this, in ſhort : —— Togo as far as prſſible from 
their Catholiek Mother, whom they moſt rudely calPd, the Old 
Whore of Rome, and never to have any correſpondence or ſymbol;- 
zing with her, nor give her any hopes of future Accommodation : | 
conſequence to entertain nothing in God's ſervice which had been n9- 
toriouſly abuſed by her to Superſtition,  inſomnch that the Uſe in ſuch 
Caſes they thouoht hardly ſeparable from the Abuſe : Heartily to de- 
fore all Churches might be ſettled by this Rule, according to God's Word 
and right Reaſon ; bat if their lot was caſt in any, in their Tudoment 
yet wanting ſomewhat of what they defired, Modeſtly, as Beza calls 
it, to declare their diſſatisfattion thereat, but yet not make an open 
Schiſm and Rupture, nor deſiſt from their reſpe&ive Dutics, unleſs 
required to ſubmit t9 ſuch Uſages 4s they efteemd not only leſs con- 
venient, bit even ſinful, or to teſtifie and ſubſcribe their Approbati- 
ons of ſuch things as their Conſciences aſter the calmeſt and ſtrifte(t 
Examination could not approve. For dtfanlt of which Complyances, 
if forced ont, yet uſing all Candour towards ſuch as remained 
within the Pale, interpreting all tnings fairly, not widenins the 
breach

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breach, bat heartily defirins its cloſure, In State, — Albeit they 
would be thought far from encouraging the Licentiouſneſs of the Rab- 
ble, or private Perſons, who have nothing to do in the Government : 
Tet they muſt ova they cannit, nr ever could rack th:mſelves up to 
thoſe hi2h fiovn Principles whereto ſome have only reſtr:nzed Loyal- 
ty and Obedience : Nor can believe that God and Nature males all 
the World for no other end than to be Slaves to the Luſts of ſome 
few great Robbers, but that the 200d and happin:ſs of Mankind is 
the topmoſs Lav and ſureſt Rule, whereanto all Obedience is to be 
{quared, and that this Ovedience has Protettion for its Correlate ſy 
eminently, that there can be no mire one without the other, than a 
Kznz witnuut Subjects : — On which account they alſo think there is 
weither Treaſon nor Hereſie in thoſe words of Calvin [o often ex- 
claimed 4 2ainjl as contrair to all Government, — $1 qui nunc fint,c*c. 
If there be, &c. ( hereafter largely recounted ) Being of the Opini- 
on that the Eſtates of a Realm may and ought to enquire into Abuſes 
of that nature, when notorious,intollerable, and remedileſs, — and that 
in ſuch Caſes Arms are lavſul, albeit for the ill conſequents nzver to 
be taken without the greateſt extremity. 

Here is ( as they ſay ) all their Plot and Deſizn, if you will 
credit Truth and them; and herein hawe been induced to embark one 
way or other all thoſe of other Reformed Communions, who have 
not been ſo ztalous as others for the continuance of thoſe long 
Make-bates (as they call them ) amonzſt us : Or who in Civil mat- 
ters bave nat primitive Zeal entuoh to hold up their Throats by 
Legions till the Swords of Tyrants were blunted, aud their Arms 
weary with teaching them the exerciſe of Paſſive Obedience : — The 
Iaſtances of which in. both kinds, and their many fou! Plots to at- 
tain their ends, ſhall be trackt in that, and likewiſe ſubſequent Aves, 
down to this preſent Tear 1690. 

For which Account I need not be aſhamed to acquaint the 
Reader, I am chiefly obliged to Dr. Heyliz's uſefull Hiſtories, 
(of whom more hereafcer, ) an Author of that undoubted Cre- 
dit, unbyaſſedneſs, coolnels, exaQnels and Faithfulnelſs, that the 
very Catholicks, ia our late Controverſies with them, have been 
at the commendable pains to Epitomize and print his Hifory 
of the Reformation, not retuling to have their Cauſe ſtand and 
fall in the Judgment of the World, by that Account he there 


gives: For which Realondomghave thought 1t were to be wiſht, 
| | ; that 
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that Foxes lying Legend, and old wooden Martyrs, were thrown 
out of our Churches, and this Doctors precious Works there 
chained in their room. 
It was (as he informs us, p. 6. Hiftory of Pre.bytery,) in the 
Year 1641. That Jack Calvin limielt, that Predeftinary and St- 
cramentary Peſtilence, (as he tells us he is call'd,) came to Genew, 
that Neſt of Miſchief and all Wickednels, The very Name of which 
is half a Plot, and which had it been long fince ſunk 1n its own 
Lake, what had the World loft ? Here the Faction, with Ca/vz's 
inſtigation, tumultuouſly and rebellioully plotted againit, cx- 
pell'd and abdicated their lawfull Lord and Biſhop. — Thus, adds 4 
the ſame Author, was the Genevian Dilcipline begotten in Rebel- 
lion, born in Sedition, and nurs'd up in Fatticy, What necd more 
Arguments after ſuch ſtrong Authority ? Yet take Hooker?s, in 
his Ecclfiaſtical Polity, (tho care is to be taken to ſtop your Noſe 
at ſome paſſages in him, leſt you ſnuff up ſome dangerous Com- 
monwealth Maxims) who in confhrmation of the Catholicks and | 
DoQtors Aﬀertion againlt Calvin, and that conſiderable Branch of | 
the Reformed Churches diſtinguiſhed by his Name, afſures us p. 3. 
That before Calvin came to Geneva, the Biſhop was gone, and - > 
the Government Popular. ] And p. 7. from his own Works, That 
Calvin proteſted he neither had learned nor tanght to reſiſt thoſe in 
Authority, therefore was going to leave Geneva, 
Furthermore, {ince many would think it but a picce of Juſtice, 
to make him the Author of all ſj» who makes God /o, (although 
that allo he and his Followers have Face enough to deny :) Vo 
El but mark, good honeſt Reader, how this very man /at4 a Plot 
with a brood of little ones in the belly of it, which have ſince crawled 
about over all Places, and in all Ages. The defign takes but a 
little room, bur being of the nature of Gun-powder does the 
more miſchief, being couched in a few lines of his Inftirutions : 
Which yet as the Dr. p. 22. have proved the ſole ground of ſuch 
Rebcllions, Treaſons and Afſafſinations as have ſince disfigured: 
the Church of Chriit, (at that rate not excepting the Ganpordey- 
Treaſon and laſt Popiſh Plot) : 1 F there be nov, faith he, any Pc- 
pular Magiſtrates oratred to moderate the Licentiouſneſs of Kings, as 
of old the Ephori, Tribunes, cc. and with mhich Power perhaps the 
1hree Eſtates are ſeiz'd in each Kjng dom, where they are ſolemnly afſ- 
ſemblea : * $9 faram I from hindxjng chem to put Reſtraints on 
«the 
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* the exorbitant Power of Kings, as in daty bound, that I con- 
« ceivethem rather guilty of pertidious and wickedDifſimulation 
* if they connive at them when they turn Tyrants, or infulr 
*« their People, or betray their Liberties, of which God has ap- 
« pointed them the Guardians. 

You have heard the Inditement, norcan he deny it, nor will all 
his or his partizans {1 Ps] and [ PER HA PSs ] fave him from 
being a notorious M/i{{;amite, and Enemy to the late (and preſent 
roo) Good King F. For clearly hence have flowed not only all 
other paſt ſtirs made by the ſtubborn Hereticks,as rhat good man 
juſt quored, in his time obſerved, but even the preſent monſtrous 
Revolution. For was it not thoſe peſtilent Oraizes Regni, The 
Eſtates of the Realm here, which pretended to diſpoſe of the Im- 
perial Crown to whom they pleaſe, for thoſe very Reaſons fore- 
alledged,nothing but the pious endeavour to introduce Cathol:ck 
Religion, &Cc.As if any one had any thing to do to call Kings to ac- 
count, alchough they caus'd cur all their ſheepiſh SubjeCts throats, 
beſides God in the other World, and his Vicar 1n this ! 

After Fack Calvin and his Aﬀociates at Geneva, had hammer'd 
out firſt their Di/cip/ine and likewiſe this DotFrize aforeſaid, to 
make room for the ſame, they uſed all diligence to cauſe embrace 
and promove both together in all parts of the Catholick Church, 
whereby, as the {o oft cited Author, infinite damage was done 
thereunto, Catholick Biſhops depoſed, the Beauty of Churches 
defaced, Order ruined, Jmages b:oken, the Catholick Religi- 
on every where went to wrack, and all things in diſturbance and 
Confuſion. But eſpecially the Pr4zces felt the mortal EffeQs of 
thofe poiſonous Proteſtant Dottrines wherever they got upper- 
moſt, whether in Germany, France, or the Netherlands. 

In Germany, the Electors dared ſet up the Proteſtant Relizion 
without the Emperours leave, in thetr own Territories ; and 
when profeſſed, dared by Arms defend that and their SubjeQs 
Lives, as well as affiſt their Brother Hereticks of Frazce, in which 
how wickedly they ated, and how God blaſted and curſed their 
Enterprizes, ſee p. 94. Book 3. And ry if the Relation thereof 
will not cauſe ye abominate ſuch prattices ; if not, the Dr, hath 
pawn'd'his Credit and Honour to no purpoſe. | 

As *coycething the NVerhe#1:z4s, to ſome of which ( as p. %% 
fon Wellmenning but welt PARee had granted Teyeral lndera 
nitigs" and Piyitedges, when fucceeding Princes More puillane 
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$ wn, wave in that Kingdom, {veral Princes of the 
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and wiſe, who were ſatisfied in that uſefull Maxim, That they 
were not Slaves to their Oaths, had been pleaſed to revoke them, 
and bring their SubjeQts intothar Szate x ene which ſo many 
great men have aſſured us is the very Primitive State of Nature ; 
thoſe wicked Countreys,I ſay,dared defend rheir Liberties; and 
2lbe there may be ſomewhat of Truth init, that manyCatholicks 
as well as hereticks embarqued inthe affair, yet we may fafely ſay 
they were meer rotten Hereticks at Heart, or they would never 
have therein ated. Burt the open ones were undoubtedly the 
moſt aQive in that Rebellion, under their Head, W:iK;am Prince 
of Orange, whoſe Family was looked upon by them as the main 
ſupport of their ſinking Cauſe in all thoſe parts of Emrope, and 
who lily pretending to be a good Catholick, was all the 
while a y Loo Latheran Heretick, which Herelie was even bred in 
his Bone, —_— ſuckt it with his Mothers Milk ; but yet for this 
very Reaſon he left them, and turned Ca/vinift, (becaulc he found 
the Calviniſts men of another mettal, more quick and ſtirrin?, and eaſj- 
ty exaſperated againſt their Governors, from the by-named Princi- 
ples, and conſequently more fit to advance-his Purpoſes.) But an ordi- 
nary Charatter for one whom his Flatterers calld the Saviour cf 
the Proteſtants, and one of the braveſt Princes in Chriſtendom : 
But yet the beſt this (you _ judge how ) anprejudiced Author 
thoaght his due, p. 9y. But ſee how Vengeance overtook this 
their Ringleader in the height of all his Glory : For being at 
Delphi on the 10th. of Juxe, 1584. a brisk young Fellow did ex- 
cellent ſervice for the Catholick Cauſe, by preſenting him with 
three poylon'd Bullets, whereof he immediately dyed : From 
whom lineally deſcends one who is now as great a Plague to the 
Holy Church of Rome, 4and as much a Darling of that contrary 
Party, and has yet been flattered by Fortune with as much Glo. 
ry as this his Anceſtor. But notwithſtanding the cutting off this 
Head, as has been ſaid, more ſprung up, thoſe in this Countrey 
turned out their Sovereign Phil;pthe 24. and. have ever ſince pre- 
tended to be Free States and High and Mighty. Lords : Not with- 
out the aſſiſtance, as will be hereafter accounted, of the Here- 
ti-al Queen and Parliament of Exp land. 

This in- the Netherlands. Neither were their Plots in: Freace 
leſs numerous. For as much as the Genev4ian Schilm daily. get-

everal rimes. corrupred thereby both in. their Bajth. ang 
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legiance, and highly guilty of Leſe-Majeſty againſt their $o- 
veraign. For example, that no:orious Coligny, who with his 
Party fo ofcen appeared in Rebellion againſt his Soveraigns the 
Gaifes, who, «nder the King: ruled all France, or rather over 
him ; And that the Actions of him and his Party were encou- 
raged by Calvin, and Miniſters ſent from Gezeva, on purpoſe 
to preach the People into Rebellion, p. 53. is as clearly proven 
in the ſame page from two infallible Arguments : becauſe the 
Pope was {o perſwaded, and becaule Ca/viz writing to Bullinger 
of thoſe AQtions, extreamly diſapproves and condemns them. 
Ic is as certain that Beza himſelf, and the Admiral promiſed 
Poltrot the Aſſafſine all the reward this, and the other World 
could afford, to murther the brave Duke of Guiſe, the unrecon- 
cileable Enemy of the Hereticks : And this the confeſſion of the 
Murtherer, (who could have no other ends in it than .to ſpeak 
his Conſcieace, p. 68.) having no force put upon him to ob- 
lige him to a Lie, being only drvered upon the Rack in the moſt 
exquilite Torments a Man could endure, ſufficieatly ſatisfied 
molt men of the truth of : For on the other {ide, Bezz and the 
Admiral had not impudence ſo much as to vindicate themſelves 
from this accuſation any other way,than by the moſt publick and 
ſolemn Manife(to's, Declarations, and Proteſtations of their Inno- 
cence to their dying day : — But they were known to be Calviniſts 
both, and therefore ny great heed to be given to what they ſay. 
About the ſame time, toconſummate their Treaſons, they cal- 
led in Forreiga Aid, for no other pretence but to ſecure their Liber- 
ties and Religion, þ-69.(namely,the Engliſþ Hezeticks,and by thus 
giving up their Country as a prey to the luſt of thole Strangers, 
the ancient Enemies of that Crown, who pretended {till to the 
Dukedom of Normandy, were guilty of an Attion of ſuch a Dil- 
loyal unpolicick Nature,as no pretence.of Zeal could either qua- 
lifie or excuſe) which wickedneſs on the Exg44b ſide, in aſhſting 
thoſe Rebels was puniibed, as Heylin tells the World in the by- 
gone Lines, with croſs winds, ill ſucceſs,and infeQious Dilcaſes. See 
the difitereace berween the Good Mans mode went, and that 
of a Puritanical Queen and Parliament, who being as well asthe 
Hluzonots, pofſelt with the Principles of their Mother City, da- 
red for want of more Grace, call this War, juſt and neceſſary, and 
eveg"re/rgrous, in their ai#sfor a Subftdy to Carry It 0n ; But more, 
of this in the Afﬀairs of England, Let us now lookhack to the * 
IR 4,4 »- 2 evcur. 
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Churches vengeance lited upon them unexpectedly, and deſtroy- 
ed above Thirty thouſand, with their Ring-leader the Admiral, 
or Black Bartholomen-day, 1572. without giving them time to 
ſay their Heretical Prayers before they -went into the ' other 
World : Which aCtion in a time of profoundelt, peace, under the 
faireſt pretences, againſt the molt ſolema Oaths, upon no provo- 
cation, plotted” and accompliſhed againſt ſo many Innocents / as * 
their Friends call them, ſuppoſing it poffible that a Ca/vini/t can 
be ſo ) is by thoſe who favour them exclaimed againit, as one of 
the moſt brutiſh, barbarous, and bloody Villanies fiace Herod, 
and before the I1r:/5 Maſſacre. 

And accordingly obferve with what warmth, zeal, and juſt 
deteſtation the Dr. gives an account concerning it, in p. 75. 
—— The celebrating of the Wedding in the Death of the Admi- 
ral on St. Bartholomew's day, and the Slaughter of thirty Thou- 
tand men within few days after. ] —And turther he faith nor. 

Ir is time now to come to the Afﬀairs in England, wherein we 
are more immediately touched, and of Calv:zs intermedling here 
with what he had nothing to do with, nor received any thanks 
tor, that is to ſay the Reformation of our Charch : =But indeed 
planting his too fruitful ſeeds of Schilms & Seditions amongſt us, 
\- But Cranmer and Ridley knew fo well the Temper of the man, 
and how preg matical he had been where ever he got in, (p. 236, 
--and 7.) and how deitructive his Notions were to the Sacrcd 
Hierarchy, that they would have nothing to do witly him or his 
Aſſiſtance. On this he wrote to the Young King himſelf, thinking 
to ſeduce him ; and had art laſt, as well as the Heretick Biſhops a- 
bour him in effect inſtilled into him ſo much Piety, Temper and 
Moderation ; that as the fame Author remarkably has it in ſuch 
memorable words as deſerved to have been ingraven and eternized 
on his own Statue of Braſs, Jt was none of the tnfelicities of 
the Church of England that this Pzince died f9 early. 

But what yet deeper deligns he managed at this time againſt 
the Church, andhow he plotted the forming of it after his own 
Model, we may more than conjecture from the Letters of a vi- 
gilant Catholick, found in Queen Mary's Cloſet, of Sauguine 

, and communicated to Queen El;zabeth ſome years aft. 


' er her. coming'to'the Crewn by a Miniſter of State ; whygein 
che politick-Preeſt acquaints his Correſpondent that. it- wagthe 
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reſult of the moſt refined Thoughts in thew Communion, by all 
means to heighten animoſities among Hereticks, their umring 
having been teared, and terribly alarmed the Romaln. See, id as 
much as Calviz himfelf had made Propoſals.to young Edward,on 
ſame terms to admit of Epiſcopacy among the forreign Prore- 
ſtants, to joyn allin the ſame Contefſton of Faith, and acknow- 
ledge that King their ProteQor and Head, which would have 
been of fatal conſequence tothe Catholick Cauſe, on which ac- 
count they bent their utmoſt endeavours to have his protters re-+ 
jected, and accordingly accompliſhed the ſame. Whea this was 
ſhown Queen E/zz4be;h, ſhe proteſted lhe had rather than half a 
years Revenue her Brother had (cen this, and then a years that 
{ihe her (eit had {cen it before : But what matter is it whar Queen 
Befſes judgment was in the cale ? She will have enough to do to 
antwer for her ſelf, whoſe Reign we are now come to. 
In.u hoſe long, ſhould I add tedious reign, all the Church and 
State began to contratt thole ill humours which afterwards over- 
r14n both, and made us a ſcorn to On-lookers, then, ſince, and 
now. It was then that the open profeſſed Paritan fell foul on 
{undry Rites and Ceremonies, as the Crofs, Surplice, &<. as ſtinking 
{o. much of Romiſh Superſtition, complaining moreover* the 
Church wanted farther rehning. But what could they have done 
had not the Moderate Men joyned their Cauſe, and promoted 
it more than they themſelves could have done ? For albe the 
were ſatisfied in the rationality of ail thoſe Eccleſiaſtical De- 
creeis and uſages ; yetfor the lake of Peace, and quieting thoſe 
Complainants, andealing their Conictences, and avoiding the 
icandal of Schiſm, in thoſe particulars they were inclining to- 
wards a Relaxation ; nay, had great hopes alſoto have accom- 
pliihcd this their notorious Plot and Defign, had not the ever 
Loyal Catholick party in meer zeal tor the Proteſtant Religion, 


by Lav eſtabliſhed, obſtructed their intentions, and bailed their 


hopes : So faith Biſhop Horz in a Letter to that Arch-Heretick 
Bullinzer at ZXyrich about this time. We have laboured, faith he, 
to get the AQt of Garme»ts, &Cc. to be repealed, and had obtain- 
ed1t the laſt Seſfion of Parliament,and hope to accompli{ it in this,, 
had nct the Papiſts hindered it ; and ſeveral more of them write to 
the ſame purpole,, albeit they had before but overmuch damaged 
the Church, by perſwading the Qupeen. to have imats remo- 
vedtherefrom. |

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See we nextly, how thele ſubtle Serpents prevailed with that 
Queen to bein a Plot againſt her ſelf, and embarqued the Lords 
and Commons in the ſame defign : This they accompliſhed by in- 
ducing ſundry pzinciples deſtruQtive to power General,and abſo- 
lute Impery both into her Judgment,and her Kingdoms, whether 
Laity}or Clergy ; namely,That Kjngs mir ht be reſiſted if they en- 
deavoured rodeſtroy their Subjefts: which polition they cgntrived 
a Biſhop well inclined totheir party ſhould made; whin,cod 
1n baretaced print dedicate tothe Queen; wich whom that and ſuch 
advice had ſuch ſucceſs that ſhe allifted the rebellious SubjeQs 
both of France and Holland, againſt their Liege: Lords and Ty- 
rTants,the Kings of France and Spain. Whereunto the Lords Spiritu- 
al and Temporal,as being likewiſe ſowred with the fame Leven, 
entirely conſented and granted liberal ſupplies therefore,and the 
Clergy ſublidies, daring moreover in their very Acts of Parlia. 
ment, ſtile theſe juſt, neceſſary, and religious purpoſes, from 
which praQtice how is it poſſible bur evil-minded Nations will 
{ubſume, That if Queen, Lords and Commons, it Clergy and Lai- 
ty, perſons of all ERates and all Characters, once and again did 
own and defend, aſſiſt and promove ſuch an action, they either 
were all the grandeſt Hypocrites, or elle did truly in cheir judg- 
ment think it was in ſome caſes lawful to defend Religion 
and Rights by Arms, and by conſequence lop off that luxuriant 
Branch of power, whereby Princes might how they pleaſe uſe 
their Subjetts,and be worſhipped by them as a certain great Prince 
is by the In4:2ns, that he may do them no harm. . 
Furthermore, may it not be worth pain to find what influence Bezs 
and his Hugonors, with other Calvimiſts and Zunglians hed upon ours in 
this Reign ? The Engliſh Puritans were almoſt reſolved to leave the 
Church, and make 2n open Schiſm ; Bezs with dehign to injure us more 
by their faying inand diſtrafting a!), writ a Letter to them, perſwad, 
* $z them for avoiding the miſchiefs certain on ſuch a Breach, ro conti- 
nae ſtill in the Church, and uſe thoſe Ceremonies required, althongh not 
declare they judged them lanful, wherezs they did not : Some would 
think, this argued much 7emper and Chriſtiamty, but they muſt be miſta- 
ken, ſceing 17 is as impoſſible for one of Bezz his Kidney to do a good 
Attion, as to be a good Man. Howſoever, hereepon they did continue, 
although it is a doabt ſoon :fſoil'd, Whether or zo their room would not bave 
been berter thx their Company ? 
It is a very melancholly confideration how mary great Men among 
vs were leanir'g to theſe fame Opinigns, — torn before mentioned, Grir- 
dal hiauclf, with many other Prelates, and, as we are told, a great pert 
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of one Cortocation. And 'in the State, Knolls, Leiceſter, North, &c. 
all judging that on Actount of much Miſchief in that and ſucceeding 
Ages, felt and foreſeen by ſome things called by them Nor Eſſential to 
our Church, they might with much more profit than damage ſuffer ſome 
retrenchment. But theſe their Withes and P:ots ſucceeding as well as 
Hackers, Coppinger's, &c. Bliſphemies ( which yet we capnot perſwade 
them to own ) all fell ro the ground, without any Fruit to their con- 
tent daring her Reign : In which even the dcefeion of the Papiſts 
from our Communion, which they joyn'd the firlt ten Years, is by the ad- 
mirable Heylin charged on theſe tame Perſons as a perfeft branch of 
their PLOT, ia p. 259. Notwithſtanding the World is fo unhappily 
miitak2n as to think the dire@t coutrary. Conſcquently, what more 
clear than that all the Attempts made oa that Queen by the Papilts, Parrz's 
Conſpiracy, Rabbinoron's, the Queen of Scorrs, and even 83. it (elf, and the 
Soaniſh-Invaſmn, are jaſtly chargable oa this Party ; and therefore, — 
Chriſtianos ad Leones ! 

The ſucceeding Reign of K. Fame: would afford a very large Field, and 
tempt to —_ on their Plots therein : As their Sham-Flot of the Gun 


'Poxder Treaſon, thrown upon the Catholiques to render them odious, al- 


beit they have fo frequently, when thereon interrogate, aſſured the World 
it was a meer trick of C:gil;, ( their Religion not permitting them to 
cquivocate or lye )\with others truly innumerable. We might fur- 
thermore 2ccount ſomewhat of their principal Plotters, the {trongeſt 
Fautors of the Moderate Party, namely, Abot; (and his Followers and 
Admirers,)who refuſed to Judge in fo luſhious a Caſe as that of the Lady 
Eſſex s Virzwmity, But this, and the PLOT at Hampron- Court, with that 
when they brought their AbetterwHands by the :ouſands, mult be brictly 
palt over, to make way for what isof more concern in the time of his Suc- 
ceſſor : For whatever, ſubterfuge may be taken for other Reigns Tranſ- 
a tions,thoſe which occarred duriny that ot K. Charles the firſt, of bleſſed 
Memory, were written with a Sun-beam, yea, engravenas deep as thoſe 
infamous Sri7mes in the brows of their great Champions, and ſhalt be as 
clearly proven againſt them in the enſuing Paragraphs. 

That Prince was hardly warm in his Throne, but the PLOT before be- 
gun, was carrycd on with more life than ever, to ſet up the Faftion in 
Church and Stare, and deftroy the wholfome Government in both eſta. 
bliſhed. Purſuantly wherennto, they and the Party which favoured them 
of our own, cauſed D-late ſundry of the Kings Miniſters, queſtioned that 
ſupream, imperial, abſolate, unaccountable, itlimited Power, ſo oft infinu- 
ated as inſepgrably inherent in the Crown of England: Pretended things 
were not welPmanaged, good Men not advanced, Viciouſneſs not reſtrain- 
ed, but encouraged, the Laws not executed againſt Popiſh Recuſants, byt 
ſuſpended, the Truſt concredited not obſerved, Money illegally exacted, 
and Property iavaded,ad finally no hope left to have things fairly remedy- 
ed,fubſuming that Arms were necelſarf and lawfulto r ul Conoſel- 
tors,and vindicate Libertiss,though pretending the K ame ahd At- 
hofity,until their PIGt wes ripe,and the Moderate Mcn and thes toze 
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ruin'd three of. the beft Kingdoms, and gne of. the belt Princes is the 
World. How great. the opprobry of this Aftion was, is obvious to be 
cognolced by all the World, Bur ſuffice thele Arguments ſubſequent to 
make It plainer if any nced-were ;_and-that this great Cry was entirely 
without any reaſon at all, and they who-made it, ventured their Lives, 
and lolt their Blood, only to have Abners Elegy. Becaule, 

1. Our Liberties had no Invaſion :-Some ſmall things might be, as are 
in the beſt Govcraments, but not worth minding nor ſpeaking of ; — on- 
ly ſending all over Exgland, to demand Money by Prerogative, without 
Parliament, and force the ſtubborn and rebellious, who refuſed to give 
to Ceſar the things which were ot Ceſars, ſuffer Confinement for their 
pervicacity. Morcover, our Religion was not in jeopardy, nor our Laws 
tranſgreſſed, inasmuch as albeit ſome hundreds of Popiſh Recuiants were 
liberated from legal durance, and likewiſe the Papes Nuntio was here 
actually reſiant,and PLOTS diſcovered,and ofter'd to be Deponed,againſt 
the Kings Perion, and Government, and Laws, by the Romans : More- 
over, albeit that the Queen was a zealous propugner of their Religion, 
and likewiſe mortally averted the Proteſtants Name and thing; and was ſo 
entirely truſted, as to obtain and diſpgſe blank Commiſſions, of which 
Uſe bad enough was made, yet ſtill we behoved to contradict our own 
ſenſes, and 1n no wiſe bclieve that either our Laws or Religion were 
indangered. 

Furthermore, It ought be well adverted, what ſore Miſchief Modera- 
tiou wrought in the Councils and Actions of that Age, ſceing thoſe en- 
ſtiled Moderate Men, the Trimmers of that Diſpenſation, were even more 
noxious and obnoxious than others openly cnliſted, as was obſerved in 
the Reigns by-gore,. and ſhall be in that ſucceeding. They were in the 
Stare for capitulating, with Soveraignty, preſcrving Liberty, their. great 
Diana; nor thought it damnable to krep their own by any lawful mczans, 
or refaſe to part with it, ſaving in a Parliamentary way. In Church 
tor accommodation and Moderation, and rather inclining to favour the 
Diſfenter than the Catholick, — AccorGingly not over ford of Additions 
or Saperſtructures, or refinings on the Ceremonies : They believed a Man 
mi2ht be ſaved by the Aerirs of Jeſus, without Bowing at his Name with- 
in Church, and Swearing by It as ſoon as he came out: That it was not 
abſolutely neceſſary to Salvation to have the Church-windows rendered 
Devout, by darkning them with Pictures of the Trinity : Thar it wes 
nos a mortal Sin to call the 4lrar a Table; nor of the Eſſence cf the Sa- 
crement, to have that railed in: Nay worſe, they believed a Caluiniſ# 
might be ſaved, and dared hope as much of Jack Calztn himfelt, (though 
many others would as ſoon be of Origen; charitable Opinion, that the De- 
vil might, )Neither did they conclude all thoſe were Reprobares who beliey- 
ed Predeflization : They thought by Dr. &cylins4e2ve,'it was lawtul, yea 
even Praife-worthy, to keep the Lords:Cay as a Sabbeth, ard thattiume 
as well ſull out ipioyed in reading Gods Wage, and ſinging Pſalms, agin 
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of thoſc Fanart ns that infeftcd the ſick 
Nation, they would have been condeſcending to amove, or 


leave indifferent the Croſs, and Surplice themſelves, to fave 
the. Souls of their weak Brethren, and induce Peace and 
Unity 1n the Church. What need we Name all who 
promoted- theſe pernigious Deſigns, and avowed the by- 
Named Principles? Who more noticed that way then 
the Puritanical Vſbey— Of whom need we any worſe Cha- 
rater, then that the Diſſenters Honoured and Loved him? 
Who was nothing elle. as Dr. H:i/yz ſo much his Superiour 
equally in Learning, Piety,Gravity, and yooe Nature, tells 
theWoerld but « nathing Bookſellers Shop,zith a deal of old Lums- 
ber in his Head, and who was Natorioully Puritanical in 
moſt Points of their forementioned Creed. Of the fame 
Batch was the Biſhop of Lincols-— The Name— and— 
Thing Man. Biſhop: Downham. Prideavx Biſhop of 
Worceſter. Biſhop Wilkins, who might as ſoon get to the 
Mcan'in one of his own Chariots, as accompliſh the leſs im- 
prcbable project of Union with theſe Diſſenters, to whom 
he was himſelf too near ally'd— One Fanatical Principle 
more I had-even flipt, to which, all theſe forementioned, 
and numbers of the ſameLeven, were almoſt Sworn; name- 
ly, That his. Holineſs was Antichriff, and his, Metropolis the 
Famus City of Rome, meer Babylon -— TWWherein he that 
cannot Sell, a Notorious Plot agataſt the very Root of all 
Government, has no Noſe. For bis Holineſs, being it 15 
well known, a great Tempors! Prince, this reflecting upon 
him in that Capacity, does ſo*likewiſe upon ail others ; on 


' which.agcount, no wile Prince would ſuffer thoſe in his Do- 
minions,; who defend ſach-a Dangerous Maxime. Let me 


add the rgviving that unmannerly Pofition in the {ate Diſpa- 


rations agaiaſt the Catholicks,after it had been {given them {9 


frankly by fo many great DoCtors, the aſſzrting and viudica- 
rings, and «/mpft guoting Homily fer jt, could bode no | 
to the Church, butt too plainly indigitate that ſome deliges 
were hatching, which have ſince been produced incoMatuzity. 

But to return from this Digreſſion, whiic 1 au: dc'criving ro 
my unwary Coyntrey-men, the Plots 2nd Dc!::;::5 of bud 
Men in+this Reign, and the Brooding _milcliis: of Hate! 
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« Bandbox, if it were their Soveraigns will and pleaſure to 
ask for them. This in good truth, was worth both gevizg 
and taking, and really deleryed between Man and O 
[| ood a Deanry or Biſhoprick, in conſideration, as any in 
neland, | 
Of the other fide, — the making ſo many Complements, 
kind Faces and Cringes, to his Holiztſs at Rome; the lean. 
ing that way In a juſt deteſtatior of Fanetical Zeal, which 
ſwagg'd to the other ; THhE' preſling the very higheſt Pin- 
nacles, nay Vaves of what one meetly enough Terms Seſqui- 
conformity, — The abominating and allmoſt excommunicat. 
ing all Forreiga Churches,— The running down Law, 1s- 
noramus Lawyers (Selden, and ſuch like) and the ſawcy Tribe 
of Jack-Gentlemen.—— Theſe were ſome "of the Noble Ex- 
pedtents, by which theſe Worthy Men oppoſed the faQtion, 
and took ſuch effteQual care to prevent and cure the Schiſm- 
in -—__ and State, and. all deplorable effeAs thereafter 
[ ariling. 
| ne thoſe memorable Perſons, Hgnally Inſtramental 
| therein, let us by no means forget the Grave, Ingenuous, 
| and good Natured Dr. Heylin, How / "pay is, really. owing 
\ zo his pains- and -honefty, we have alre Y. occafionally ac. 
counted, though too much can ſcarce be ſaid on ſach'a ſub. 
| jxQ-, of whole truly. remarkable works, and thoſe two 
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eſpecially, His Hiſtory of the eforma; on and the Pregbyte. 
riaxs,— We may without invidious refleQions or compari- 
ſons boldly affirm, that hardly ever were. two Books writ- 
ten them like, and that they deſerve.only to be compared 
with another one.— And while the ſenf'bl. part of. Man- 
kind, and all thoſe who are frm and right, are but ſatisfied 
ef it, let the D:fenters and T rimmers in England bark on at 
chem, and raile at the D:ſovery of their frequent plots 
therein contain'd, and inlinuate as they will !carce fail, 
inat It is a great Queſtion if he belyes and abuſes the - 
Church of England, more in oge , or themſelves in the 
other. But notwithſtanding a!l this heap of calumnies, aad 
others pf the ſame kind, in a /ate Hiſtory of th: Reformation, 
enviouily caſt upon hm by a little Scribler, whom the Vicar 
of C:[mmw-B:ne has ſoundly jerkt up for his pains; I ſay in 
ipight of this and a thouſand times more, the Door is by 
all unpreji:diced Perſons acknowledged to be one of that 
uncoubted Veracity, that they no more queſtion one Iota 
of the Truth of either of thole Hiſtories, — then they do the 
ſame Authors famous Account of St. George who kilPd the 
Dragon, and the ſeven Champions of Chriſtendom. 

' But gravy and ſadier matters exatt more ſeriouſneſs. Thele 
perillous Perſons, the SubjeCts of the preſent Diſcovery, Car- 
ritd matters' yet much higher, and having firſt ſeduced a 
vaſt Bady of the Church of England into their cone, gf 
much the larger part of both Houſes of Parliament,%t that 
time to take Arms for the vindicatiog of thoſe Liberrres, 
and that Religion, they, you leg how unjuſtly, pretended in 
ſo. much danger; Nay, having infiguated (4s they are cer- 
gainly a very cunning ſort of People) ſome. of their own prin- 
ciples into the King himſelf, who had formerly aſſiſted the 
French Proteſtants againſt the oppreſiions and contraven- 
tions of their own gg and To fully imbibed bim with 
the Lawfulneſs thereof, that to the {ery day of his Martyrdom, 
after the ſevereſt examination gf. his cloſeſt thoughts, and 
acknowledging ſame evils, which reaſon of State bud, he 
thought, pv{h'd him on formerly; he yet never was Known 
to look on this av any Sichor Error, in word or writing, 
thaygh grantedly ſq pious a'Man, .and-of {a tender a,Con- 
ſcience. D 2 M/nas 
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Fer they had by theſe Methods, and 2 long War, tultd 
oa ruff Istere# and Family, they confummated all>m the 
moſt execrable of Villanies — EreCting a'pretended Court 
of Tuſtice ; whereon by a Proceſs far that end intented be- 
fora them, they condemn'd, and (1 had allmoſt ſaid) Cru- 
cified their Lord and Mafter. They will deny this without 
doubt, as confidently as they were Innocent ; charge the 
guiltleſs Catholicks as guilty .of comtriving, effeQing, and 
rejoycingat it, and pretend their deteſtation of a FaQt {0 
Diveliſhly Barbarous and Inhumane.-— Fer defence of the 
Poor! Catholicks , againſt their calumnies, ſuffice it; they 
have no Solid Argument to make good their Aſertion— 
only—that during the War, more Papiſts were in thc Re- 
bels Army then the Royal fide, — as appears by a Publick 
Proclamation under that Martyrs own Hand. That his 
Death was before conſulted and agreed on at Rome, and in 
the Sorbonne, That ſeveral known Prieſts were aQtually 
preſent, ſome diſguiſedly, even in Office, and affiſting at 
that Execrable Villeny. That there was publick Joy and 
Triumph #hereupon, and a Sword flouriſh'd over his Head 
by a Jeſuit, when it was accompliſh'd ; but theſe are Ar- 
guments muſt be blown away, inſtead of being anſwered. 

Aad uader the ſame Claſs, may we rank the excuſe of the 
Party againſt their having any Hand in this Innocent Blood. 
They urge forſooth— That the ends of VVar attain'd, 
they were now, and had been. openly for Peace,— were 
ſatisfyed with the Kings Conceſſions, embraced a Treaty, 
even agreed on Terms, expeCted to have made themſelyes 
and him happy. That the Houſe of Lords, Commons, Ci- 
ty. and Country, were. all of this mind. That it was only 

Uſurper and his Army, who ated what was thereafter 
done; yet not daring attempt. it ungil the City was dif. 
armed, the Houſe of Lords diffolved, the Commons purged 
and altered. That when the Uſarpers intent was perceived, 
Fventy odd of their Miaifters went in a Body to him, dif- 
ſwadgd bim from it, remonſtrated againſt it, — and when 
the fatal blow was-over, regrettes It as deeply, bewayl'd 
it as truly, as a Mother would have done the untimely 
Death of her only Child; That thees were. of their Num- 
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ber, who after all Entreaties, Careſſes and Perfwaſions, ab- 
ſolutely refuſed ever to fee him more. That for this and 
other as Pregnant Reaſons, they no more think the Body 
of them; either indifcriminately ar'eminently concerned in 
the action, then 1n all the wild and wicked blaſphemies 
and immoralities of the Raxters, and other Enthuſiaſts of 
that Age; which thereafter peſterd and expoſed the Na» 
tion, and which-with juſt-as much Reafon are by their E- 
aemies moſt 1njuriouſly charged upon- them.— Bur all this, 
asin the caſe aforeſaid, it is not worth the while to attempt 
to Anſwer. 

It is time now to remiad my loving Countrymen of what 
many of them as well as I my ſclf, if they will take the 
pains of Reflection, cannot chuſe but remember, to wit, the 
reſtleſs Endeavours and Intrigues of that Party, who you 
ſee have been plotters from their very Cradles, fince the 
happy period of the Reſtanration. 

Ac which time the ExpeQations of the Fattion and their 
Friends, could not but be great, and their hopes extreamly 
Sanguine, to attain their long deſired ends— of confounding 
the Church by «»i#ing-unto it, or, asthey and theirs would 
rather Phraſe it, happily cloſing the long bleediag Wounds 
of theſe Kingdoms. 

And how all things ſeemed that way diſpoſed, had- not 
Providence, and ſome good Catholique Friends, . ordered it 
otherwiſe, is a melancholy reflexion to any. true: Loyer of 
his Country and Religion. For the loag and fatal- miſ- 
chiefs, — the fins and ſcandal, and ſhame and opprobry, and 
yet uncured Wounds-given and taken of all ſides,: for what 
was not worth half the coft and pains,. had-zaclined: many 
conſidering Men to defire an end of them, by taking away 
the very Root of theſe diſtempers, to- wit, our uohappy 
Diviſions, with which none but -were fafficicatly tired. — 
Thereupon fair «advances were made, and- ſtrong -inctina- 
tions, -even in the Heads of Parties, to make an end of what- 
they were ſo much aſhamed ok. 

Followed next the: Conference at the Savoy, wherein. ten-: 
to one but the-Work had been accompliſh'd, many deep - 
Heads. being laid together on the:Defign, which hadit deen-. 
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done, 'who can gueſs the,Miſchiefs had Fpcrougen ſucceeded 
inevitably ? The poor Catholicks mult never haye. hoped to 
/have breathed, or had one puſh more jor- Holy Mothers 
Trade had flouriſhed, England had been ſtrong, famous,and 
invincib'e. (What todo,but ro make ir Proud and FaQtious?) 
The M-/t Chrifizn Kjng had never arrived tothat height of 
Grandeur and Glory in Plundering, Burning, Maſlacring 
his own,” anda!l ocher Nations4n Ezrope, and leiting in the 
yet more Chriftian 1 urkon the other {ide of Germany, had we 
been all wellat home,and fiteo keep our ancieat Station, the 
Ballance of Europe. All thoſe Heats and Feriments amongſt 
us had been avoided, and» a greacr deal of brave Blood un- 
fnilt, "or made better ule ot. (But as tor that, being ſuch as 
enclined to this Party, you wiliſay no great matcer.) Peace, 
Qaietineſs, and Eternal Securicy had been entail'd on theſe 
Nations to future Apes, inticad of fall reinaiving Spite, 


Malice, and ſuch Animolities, as God knows w':-4 1ve thall 


ſee the end of them— (But whar then had become ©! Do- 
tors Commons ?) fo that atter all plaiihble P;ctciices, you 
ſee there lie -very heavy Inconventences of the other 
ſide, beſides ſome yet to be nzm:d, to over-balancg this t1- 
nion then plotted—How nimble were biſhop Wlt:ns and 
others , pretendedly ours, how concern'd and intent on this 
traitieſs Embryo, and how handſomely were they and tlie 
hopes of the FaQtiondiſappointed by that means,and for theſe 
yet further weighty and ſubſequent Reaſons. 

Had it come to maturity, and the People of Eng/and had 


leiſure to be all intent on the common Good both lere and 


abroad, in probability a Favourite certain could nog have 
grown ſo great and topping as he afterwards did,on theRuins 
of his Countries Liberties and Glory. 

Moreover neither had the Royal Power: been exalted, nor 
Prerogative extended to fignifie what the Kirg and his 
Judges thought meer ; or. rage. Rights which colt oor 
tooliſh heneticre ſo much Blood andig:many thouſand Lives, 
generoully ſacrificed to our Reſeatments;'had not the breach 
been left open, and-opportumity {till to! play Party again} 
Parn, whenthought neceflary by State-Miniſters, 
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The prudect MeSbt few to Hinder whar wor id certainly 
have obſtrnRed theſe great Ends, were near ons and the 
fame oaboth Pareies, - That is to-ſay, Exaſperating former 
Sofferers, rubbing their 01d Gauls and Wounds, fore-telling 
fature Repetitions of the ſame; Encouraging both ſides to 
ftand upon higher Terms then of themſelves enclined to, 
aſſuring therythey ſhould be granted, ſmiles on thoſe were 
moſt averſe to Union, of the ſtiffeſt, ſowereſt, Rraiteſt- 
lac'd Conlctences or Humonrs, frowns and lights on the 
contrary, whomightlook for their next Preferments in Hea- 
ven. By which happy Methods, the plot was preveated, 
the Dchilms perpetuated, and all broken in pieces. 

See Þut what Councils this threw the-moderate Men up- 
on ſoon after, how' it exaſperated and-enraged them, and 
what Calumnies they invented on the State, in ſucceeding 
times, tobring about their Ends. 

One of the moſt Notorious of which was, The Two Roy- 
al Brothers being Reconciled to the See of Rome before their 
return. It was, truth is, an unlucky Motto placed on the 
Pedeſtal of the then Duke of Yort's Statue; at their Tri- 
umphant Entrance into London, in the Year 1660, out of 
the Poet, Magne Spes alters Rome; The Second Mighty 
Hope of Rowe It is alſo as unhappy a Circumſtance, that 
we have the Word of this ſecond Hope (that Word never yet 
forfeited) that the fir# made good the implied Charatter,and 
died as he had in his Heart /zved inthe Rowan Communion, 
But yet again we have his own Roza! Mord fo often of his 
being cordial in the Proteſtant, that it muſt ſtill remain a 
Moot-caſe, whether of the two we are to belicve. 

Other as Pernicious Infinuations they had, were, That the Nation 
grewſenſibly and notoriouſly Debauch'd, and ſuch as would not be 
Courtly enough ta kick their Wives out of Redand Houſe x00, and 
take a Thing genteeler intheir room, were counted and named Arrart 
Fanaticks, and Enemies to the Government, no ggod Church-Men, Loy- 
al, fior any thing elſe that was good or fit for Preferment. Yea,that 
the Influence and” Pgyſon of thoſe Curſed Prattices-to make Men 
Villainsand Atheiſts thatthey might be fit for Slaves and-Papiſts, pre- 
vail'dq] fo ſtrongly, and was rooted ſo deeply , that it is not yet era- 
dicated, and is like to find work for. ong Age mare, as it thenpycduced 
aFire and Plague, both too weak io conquer it, _ 
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fis thereanent before the Houſe of Commons. | 
Confeſſions of Partiesengagedin it ; and"a diſaffeted loſeription: oh 
the Monmen ſince razedy but on-the other fide-two: or: three Whole 
Obſervators contraitthereunto. By the way ee a certain Mark who 
are in this PIOt all along diſcovered—Namely, whoever belieyes the 
Papiſts burnt the City, and the Duke had any hand in-it-—And all who 
dare be ſo impudent, deſerye as ſounda Fing as He that vow holds his 
Head jo bigh, wh 
The next Methed they had to blacken the Goverment 'and Innocent 


Catholicks together, was, the popk lot, A$ for

Tolct paſ3 theirsIt to Exclude their Lawfut Soverajgy, and when 
that fail'd, their infamous Conſpiracy to Blanderbaſs the Xing and all 
the Royal-C oach- Horſes at the Ric-bouſe, which they as well as the Fe- 
ſiats had Impudence enough at their Deaths to profeſs themſtives as 
Innocent of as the Child unborn. Toomirt that, and their" conmmacious 
Refuſals to deliver\up Charters, and all the mmfty Libertzes of their 
- Fore-fathers—— Go but into King Fames the Serond's Reign, and if 
you do noiſe enough of their PraCtices to ſurfeit you, never believe 
Heylin, Roger, or me again. 

How eagerly thoſe Gudgeors leapt at the Tole7ation ; how greedily 
they iwaliow'd it, hace men Addreſſes they made, how 
many. Maſters of Miſrule left off their Ordinary Occupation. of Tin-

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proving it. the Adaveſſes were'ndthing but words withour Hedres 
or Mandreivcher——mtefs a very few, and thofe #rry ones, and ſacl 
2s writ more Markr than Names. That they Hononr'd and Reverenc'd 
the y Eſtabliſhed, for their Viporous and Noble Defence of both 
Law and Goſpet by their Writingr and Sufferings, and no Perſons in 
England more ſincere and hearty+ Rejoycers at the Delrvery of the 
Zijiops, or more ſatisfied with their, Behaviohr ——— This, I ſay, is 
their Plea—Bur there is aneaſie way of Anſwering it altogether, for ir 
might be troubleſome todo it by piece-mead, ard that 1s, over-raling 
it—nd there is an end of it. After adding —— Thar the 'Mode- 
rate-Men notoriouſly joyn'd them 1n Dfſobedience all this Reign. The 
Biſhops beſore-mentioned — Afaudlin Colledge, —Oxford, — Cambridge, 
Towus and Corpoerztions,refuſing to give Liderties,and Religion, Ploe- 
ting in Cancert with' Fanatigks, and not fearing the Wrath of tire 
K iro, a 
Iris now high time, and no donbr the Reader greedily expetts it, to 
enquire what further Stepsthey have made 1n their continued Cenſpi- 
racy, ſince thelaſt great Tarn of Aﬀasrs which is here my par- 
ticular Province to Declare and Depore, if need be, and for which in- 

tent principally Iunderteok this prefent- Fask. 
* That their Old Plots ſit! on Foot, to accompliſh thoſe by named 
Deſigns,no honeſt Manbyt firmly believes as much asI my ſelf do,it is the 
fencral D'(courſe'of both City and Country. How far they have pro- 
ceeded therein,and the Methods they have lately uſed, and doſo at pre- 
ſet, to bring it to Perfeſtion; 'a grareful and* uſefull Work, deignto 
accept, O Reader ! from'ohe who has had the Misfortune to know but 

too much in that Aﬀair. 

The main ſtroke of their deſign, was to infe& all Degrees of the 
Nation wich their bygone Mxims, concerning Government avd Alie- 
fance whereunto we are indebred for all the late and preſent 
HURLY-BURLY.

Kin;f Ys, were loviolabſe and Erernal, #nd an Ubpurdonable Siu 
on any. account wharſoever, to*oppoſe or infringet—=— Then gn- 
doubredly we'had fill conrmucd, 4 ſay, not the fame, but@ much

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leſs pittiable Condition, then we wete, before OUR GREAT. DELT: 
VER AN CE—as it mult be called.It was the partiog with thele Princi+ 
ples made way for what fince hapned, «nd indeed, drove the King away 
more effeCtually. then either his own Conſcience, or the: Princes Army. 
Now whence came this alteration, but from fuck Principles as before 
Named, Induſtriouſly Diſſeminated, we may know by whom, «nd ow 
alas, embrac'd by every Beay. 

Oh! Where is the Glory of Paſſrve Obedience ! The Honour of 
Non Reſiſtance ! The Decency,. the Utility, the Bravery of thoſe 
Particularitics,. and Charatteriſticks, of which our Enemies began ver 
tartly,but a latle toocarly,to WISH —eHUCH—GOOD—MIG 
—THEY—DO—US! Whata fmall-Sacrifice had it been to have had 

 Twoor Three Hundred Thouſand —Hereticks ſmall Brains beat out,or 
Wesſons whittleZ? and all the Churches in Eglend whipt out of their 
Heritical Pravity, into Catholick, Maſs Houſes? Ard how muchſbetter 
and more acceptable had this been, then thus for the Moderate Men to 
have run-hand in band with Fanaticks, and loaded us with ſo many 
Dung Carts fult of Shame and Ignominy,. that. we ſhall hardly ever be 
Sweet agnin ! we 

But obſerving there were many. of their Party,. after things were 
come toa kind of a Settlement ; ,who ſeem yg all Government, 
Diſcontent and Murmuring at this, and all Afairs not managed the 
way, that pleaſed their Fancies; reſtleſs and uncaie, neither Fearing, 
nor Loving God, nor the King; for a Common-wealth, or rather Anar- 
chy, and nothing at all: Of too good and keen Memory as to others 
Faults, and theyroft forgerful things alive of their own ;, defirous to em- 
broil all 2gain, like a troubled Sea ever working,muddy, and uneaſe ; 
finally down right againſt Monarchy and the Government Eftabliſhr 
in Church and State; andin a word, for all or none—— cunningly ad- 
yerting I ſay, there were ſuch Perſons among them, and ſuch as often 
made a great noiſe, and were noticed by all who valued their own 
Libertics,as Perſons Dangerous, and tobe ſuppreſſed : left theſe ſhould 
be'thrown on the whole Party, and thereby injure and deſtroy them all, 
Which they now began to apprehend ; they totally diſclaim and loudly 
proteſt againſt ſuch Perſons and Ations, molt uncivilly refuling to own 


them or their Tenents, wr er, here: are ſo many. of them they 
iy wiſhing any other Party had 


could be very well ſpared, and heart 
them, alſo concluding, they could no where go, but they maſt meet 
fome of their Fellows. 

But the main Hinge of the deſign , the very Poyfon and Pojrit of 
it, is that which follows. They are deſirous of having ſeveral 
Effemial N ails and Pizs, pyull'd out of the Eccichalti odel, 
which they have been often enough told is of ſuchan exaCt Ind nice 
Conſtitution , as” the leaſt Alteration therein, ,, would Iafallibl 
Ruine all the Building ;<42d if rhzs be not a Plot, there was none to ki

the King. at New-Maxket. Io this they had as many Abettors, as there 
are Latitxdinarians in the Kingdom Some Notorious ones they 
had in the laſt Reigns, not now alive to help them, particularly Faage 
Hales, who was dipt in this Plot, . over Had and Ears, and fo loſt to 
any Senc2of Honour and Religion,as to be acquainted with Baxter bim- 
felf. Several living both then and now All the Moderate Di- 
©ixes, Once well mer ina Lampoon, laſhing them ſo ſmartly, that the 
Blood almoſt came thorough Gowns, Callocks, and all, although they 
(as their way is) aver, that Vengeance fell on him who made it, being 
a little after accidentally kili'd in a Quarrel, (which is a Truth we 
cannot deny.) | 

Could we but purge the Convocation, how many of this Kidney might 
be garbled our of it 3, and eſpecially, Hqw thin-woyld the Upper Houſe 
reaiain? To tell Truth, there is hardly any Diſtzn{tion berween theſe 
Aoadtrate Men, and thoſe Plotters themſelves, their deſires being the 
ſame, whether in the Church or outof it, A amely ro bave Alterations. 
Whereafter, the Minds of Men are of late ſo notoriouſly Gadding, that 
it may be good Service, and a pardonable Digreſſion, to inſert Try 
of the cloſeſt and moſt remarkable Arguments. which have or may be 
urged againſt them, to confirm all thatare not quite loſt, of the my/- 
cheif and unreaſonableneſs of Moderation.

Duties of- Natural. and 
Revealed Religion; and Vice and Vertue themſelves, about which there 
was ſuch a noiſe and clutter, were but trick and” politick Cone 
trivance; 'not believed by fuchas teaclr otters £o obey. then ; becauſe 
he faw ther as earneſt, "and more, for ſmall Triftes, what they them- 
ſelves acknowledged, but the. Gawds - and Trappings- of Religion. 
Were this Scbiſm cured; where-ever the fault lie, or whether of both 
ſides,the People would be, they think,more ſolicitousabout matters of 
wore Concern, their Care and Study taken offf from;what is leſs copſi-- 
derable, and rrue Saving Chriſtianity and'a Good Life much more 
hectied; now almoſttotally"negleed', ſince e for (hs nia, 
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of Man to be at once equally intent upon two different ObjeQs, Fur- 
chermore many hainousScandals avoided; whereas diffet encParties now 
ſnatch vp and keep alive, whatever ill things they hezr one of 
the other, nct valaing how mech common Criſt. anity is injured by 
their ſo doing. The very Office of the Miniſtry rerdred vile and 
contemptible to the World ; ali Sacred Myſteries flighted and ridi- 
culed. Yea, as different Parties re under or at thetop of the Wheel, 
this murmuring 2nd repining at them above ; that prefling and cruſh- 
ing ſuch as are below z which Miſchiefs they think it is impoſſible to 
evite, conſidering the Paſſions and Weaknelles of eventhe beſt of Men, 
as long as there are different and ſeparate Intereſts and Commu- 
nions. 

And the next thing they urge (like ſabtile Plotters as they are) is, 
The Intereſt of Exrope ; pretending all Chriſtendom: to be affeted 
with England's Concerns, that Iſland having been always accounted its 
Ballance, unleſs when we our ſelves break the Beam. Were we United 
here, how would the Raviſhers of Ezrope's Liberties tremble, who al- 
ready are not very ſecure? This has been Toxch'd in another Reign, but 
deſerves, they think, deeper Conſideration, What one thing would 


France wiſh like a War within our own Bowels,todivert ns from pier- 


cing into thoſe of his own Countrey, which if Matters continue as 
they are; the contrary is to be rather wiſhed than expected. Nextto 
that, a Diviſionof our Councils, Intereſts, and Deſigns ; whereupon 


"UI Men would ſtill work to widen them and diſtratt us, muſt needs 


hngely gratifie him and all our Enemies. 
And what would more conduce either to our Profit or Glory, they 


further urge?For even m2king Allowances for the Vanity every Nation 


has for its ſelf and for its Force, as. well as a.particular weakneſs that 
way wherewith we are charged by our Neighbonrs, bow unjuſtly,lee 
others determine : One thing is certain, that in the Field there 15 not 
@braver Peopleunder the Sun, and Number for Number, we make 
our Party good againſt any Oppoſers whatſoever. 1 will not ſay, 2s 
one did, while Gon fands Neuter, butmay, while he does zot fight 
againſt ws. Not to'mſtance in our late Rancounters with our Slaves 
the /riſh, for they ſecm onely made to be Kickt, Beaten, and Run 
away, all other indsferent Fadges acknowledge it 3 on which account, 
and our-happy ſcituation, none care to meddte with us if. they coald 
help ir. Sothat'were this preſent Rub well over, whoſe happy ſuc- 
ceſs in the common'courſe of things, nothing can hipder bur our ſelves; 
nothing: here-bat our new ſpronting curſed Animoſities, Diviſions, 
Fears, Jealonſies, and Whimſeys of one another, effetually making, 
what we fear: Were this once well over, we might expect the. Hap- 
pinefs, Tranquility, Flouriſhing Wealth and Eaſe, which God. only

knows when we kad, ornow are like to have.. 


Moreover they pretend it would be likewiſe the true Intereſt of eve- 
ry particular Party. Could this be proved and beliey'd, without any 
doubt we ſhon'd be all Friends to Morrow. For ingenuoully after all, 
there is the great Diana that ſets us together by the Ears. And, in 
truth, worth a Wiſe or Honeſt Man's Concern, every one being oblig- 
ed to provide for his own Houſe, and ſecure his own Happineſs, {6 
it be by lawful ways, and not contrary to Publick Good. But there 
'we generally flip, few but minding more what they fecl, than what 
they ſee. Unite theſe together, and the Bulineſs is done ; to which 
they perſwede themſelves this plain account will much conduce (al- 
bgit ten to one but it diſpleaſes all ſides ;, as theſe Moderators are the 
moſt unlucky Ven inthe World for that.) | 

Let's conſider, ſay they, the Church- Man as Eſtadliſkt in his Poſ- 
* ſeſſions and Priviledges, by the Law of the Land, the Inclinations, 
Promiſes, Oaths of his Sogeraign, and Genius of the larger part of the 
People : (which were there need, this demonſtrates; wn late Eletiong, 
no _Diſſenters have Poiedon one {ide, many Church-Mea of , the other, 
rogether with all the Diſſenters : yet the laſt out numbered, where we 
have been ſo unhappy (they ſay) asto fall into Parties.) - His Intereſt 
is to. preſerve what he is legally inſtated in, and ip get aud keep the 
Love and Eſteem of the People. 

He apprehends all this indanger, from what has lately happened in 
Scotland, from the Diſtempers, Folly,. and Wickedneſs of many, who 
are. Profeſſors of that tolerated Party, -which diſſents from the Eſta- 
Lliſh'd Form, whom he finds,hears, -ſees, and is aſſured to wiſh his De- 
ſtruſtion, and his own Parties Exaltation ; albeit he be morally cer- 
tain from his Life and Manners; that this cannot be Conſcience where- 
upon he As.

1s aſſidyons to countermine thoſe deſigns, or rather hopes,.of ill.mean- 
ing Perſons? —Nor-is he to be diſcommended: —But thoa ten to ang he 
runs farther, breaks into a paſſion, cries,they are all fuch, and this 
is the bottom of their Conſcience and pretences to Religion, Is Tooth 
and Nail againlt any Moderationand Accommodation with them, and 
very probably wiſhes their Toleration again taken: from them, of 
which hethinks they make ſo 111 uſe, end 1s reſolv'd to promote the 
doing it. Now the Queſtion is, If here he go rot too far ? Which will 
be preſently anſwerd by theſe Moderators, who will take upon them 
to proye, he miſtakes his true Intereſt, or rather ov2r-rops.it. For, 
fay they, the thing he deſires, is not oppreſſing others Conſciences, 
but ſecuring himſelf,” and what he has, as ſuch as either have nove

But the 
miſchief is,a warm Contribution, of ſometimes 2 or 300 1. per Annum, 
is a very comfortable Importance , not eaſily parted with. Hence 
deſires of Union are 2pt to languiſh.— The heats of I-Men on the 
other ſide charged on the whole party, magnified into a deſign toruine 
them, or a Malignant Spirit, at enmity with God and the Goſpel, and 
converſion of Souls.
